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Road Repairs Major Topic 
At Ant ioch Town Meeting 

, Residents of the Ackerman road 
area in rural Antioch Township 
were told they should petition for 
road improvements and a vote on 
such work then would be necessary 
befqre such a job * was. started, 

The annual town meeting held in 
the Antioch village hall recommend- 
ed that road improvements be made, 
although a tax increase was seen as 
the only solution to financing such 
work. 

Ackerman road and Indian Point 
residents were told that surveys 
are being made for road improve- 
ments in those districts. 

An estimate Of the cost will be 
made before any job. is started, so 
people will know these, facts. 

In other business, the town meet- 
ing authorized the town board to 
look for land on which to build a 
town hall. 

This followed considerable discus- 
sion on the matter, including a sug- 
gestion that land on which the 
township library stands be used. 
Library trustees have pointed out 
that library facilities even now are 
crowded. 

It was suggested that a combined 
library and town hall might be 





erected. The township owns, land 
from Main st. to the baseball field. 
Town officials pointed out that 
space would be needed for a district 
court if one is established in Anti- 
och under new state laws, as it may 
be. In addition the town, offices 
would be consolidated ~ iir brie * build- 
ing, they said.

The town meeting also approved 
putting town employees under fed- 
eral social security, by a vote of 28 
yes, 2 no, and 1 spoiled ballot.

- The 1960 flood of the Lakes country was passing into history 
this week as water receded from record highs in the streams and 
lakes near Antioch. 

Water levels in the lakes near the village were at the highest 
in the memory of local residents. 

Possibly as many as a hundred people had to evacuattf&heijr 
homes for a day or more and countless more moved furniturejipotK- 
ing' and other household goods to 
higher places In their .homes to es- 
cape the water. 

No { one was reported seriously 
hurt as a direct result of the flood, 
although a youth riding In a car 
Saturday night that swerved off 
route 173 west of Antioch was taken 
to a* Waukegan hospital for treat- 
ment. 

"The vehicle landed in a pool of 
water backed up at least in part by 
the high level of water in the lakes 
nearby. 

. Two other youths in the vehicle 
were less hurt, although one re- 
portedly was soaked' to the skin by 
the water. 

HIGH WATER started a week ago 
this Wednesday and reached its 
peak in the river area hear Antioch 
some time Sunday night or Monday. 
The Fox river at the route 173 
bridge held steady Monday after 
rising Sunday night. 

The lakes, however, apparently 
ly were holding their own or per- 
haps still rising in places, especially 
"down stream" in the Chain O' 
Lakes district as the crest moved 
toward Fox lake, Fistakee lake and 
down the Fox. river to McHenry. 

Thefe apparently was some drop 
in the water level in Lake Marie 
and its channels by Monday morn- 
ing but people living in the Grass 
lake, Bluff lake and Petite lake dis- 
tricts reported high water was still 
with them. 

Water was still over Lake ave- 
nue in the Channel Lake district 
north of route 173 just before going 
up the hill and homes there were 
surrounded by water. Vehicles 
were going through — but slowly. 

Some homes on the south side of 
route 173 in Channel Lake also were 
surrounded by water as were those 
in the Fox River Springs subdivi- 
sion north of route 173 at the Fox 
river bridge. 

The small channel that goes into 
Channel Lake near the Channel 
Lake school was still running full 
Monday morning although ice that 
had been in the channel late last 
week has- disappeared. 

ICE FISHERMEN (or ladies) 
didn't seem bothered by. the fact 
that Saturday was a warm day and 
the lake water was rising for they 
continued at their sport in Channel 
lake during much of that day and 
on Sunday. 

Roads in the flooded regions and 
elsewhere where frost had gone out 
of them were in poor condition this 
week. The state, county and town- 
ship Were rallying to help put them 
back in shape. 

Sunday thousands of people 
poured out into the lakes region to 
view the .flooded areas, causing
